IIEAKT OF MVX YEARNS FOR VI W i l l , m 


W il l iam A l l e n W hi t e , writing in the Emporia Gazette', 
v oices the fact that the heart of man in Christendom is y earning 
for the inv entor who can bring stability into the world. 
We are 
bav in# good business now. 
We hav e had good business for fen 
y ears in America, barring the farmer, who has had a raw deal. 
But speaking of the American continent and of Christendom 
in general, prices hav e been good, profits secure, business sound. 
Fear of instability , fear of panic— blind, unreasoning, tomfool 
fear— is the only thing that is rocking the boat of business. 
As a matter of fact, more and more stabilizing influences an 
touching both industry And agriculture. 
For 
instance cotton, 
wheat and feed crops, which find their market in liv estock, are 
the great crops, the commercial cash crops. 
But along with these 
other staples are found for which the market is steady , the de­ 
mand ex panding, cash alway s ready ; dairy and poultry products, 
truck crops, fruits and v egetables for canning, sugar and v ege­ 
table oils. 
Markets for these are almost as stable as the markets for cot­ 
ton and wheat and the feed crops and the whole range of agricul­ 
tural products are like the great basic industries that dominate 
manufactures— that is, steel, tex tiles, food products, lumber, ce­ 
ment, and so oil. 
But, curiously enough, these basic industrial products a r e 
ramify ing their products into ev er ex panding fields, broader and 
broader. 
Take steel: Forty y ears ago three-fourths of the coun­ 
try ’s steel output went into one product, rails. 
Now rails take up 
less than one tenth of all the» rolled steel produced. 
Where rails 
once dominated, the automotiv e construction and oil industries 
hav e become major consumers of steel in the last decade. 
The 
canning industry alone takes half as much as is rolled Into rails. 
Literally hundreds of minor but important employ ments hav e been 
equalizing the steel producers’ market until the steel industry is 
almost stable. 
It rests upon so many different demands. 
All this is most curious. 
It indicates an industrial rev olu­ 
tion. 
The one thing which is needed to set the rev olution into a 
permanent way is stability . 
The heart of man in Christendom is panting for stability . The 
new Messiah is the statesman, financier or captain of industry 
who can inv ent stability . As the J ews were interested in spiritual 
things and their prophets were spiritual leaders, as the feudal 
world was interested in ov erlords and conquerors, as Queen Eliza­ 
beth’s England was interested in self-ex pression and produced t. 
Shakespeare, so the world today is looking for the Messiah, the 
prophet, the seer, who will produce in all this complex civ ilization 
known as Christendom that commercial reagent that will set the 
flux of the alloy and make permanent this new industrial world 
which has grown out of the whole world.
